Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart  Stands  His 
Ground 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  has  always  been  proud  that 
it  had  its  birth  in  that  era  when  the  torch  of  liberty 
burned  so  brightly  and  was  held 
aloft  by  the  great  men  who  founded 
this  government.  That  liberty  of 
thought  and  action  has  continued 
to  be  the  cornerstone  of  the  College. 
Wherever  its  sons  have  gone,  to 
whatever  occupation  or  calling  they 
have  turned,  this  spirit  of  liberty 
has  been  carried  with  them. 

There  has  recently  been  a  strik- 
ing manifestation  of  this.  In  an- 
other part  of  this  issue  there  will 
be  found  a  brief  sketch  of  Dr.  J. 
Leighton  Stuart,  President  of  Yen- 
ching  University,  Peking,  China. 
It  may  be  recalled  that  Peking  is 
in  that  portion  of  China  under 
Japanese  domination  and  has  been 
from  the  early  part  of  the  unde- 
clared war.  It  seems  that  when 
the  Nipponese  Army  took  posses- 
sion of  Peking,  they  ordered  Presi- 
dent J.  Leighton  Stuart  to  hoist 
the  flag  of  the  puppet  government 
set  up  by  the  invaders.  He  was 
also  told  to  start  a  propaganda  cam- 
paign against  China's  generalissimo, 
Chiang  Kai-Shek  and — what  was 
the  last  word  in  Japanese  audac- 
ity— President  Stuart  was  directed  to  call  on  the  local 
Japanese  garrison  and  give  his  personal  thanks  for  the 
invasion.  President  Stuart  ignored  these  orders  and 
kept  the  United  States  flag  flying  over  the  campus.  It 
is  stated  that  nothing  but  fear  of  offending  the  American 
nation  prevented  the  Japanese  from  taking  possession 
of  the  University  campus  and  making  it  a  camp  for  their 
soldiers.  President  Stuart's  conduct  and  courage  in  this 
matter  must  give  to  all  Hampden-Sydney  men  a  genuine 
feeling  of  pride.

Supplement.  In  the  January  issue  of  the  Record  in  a 
statement  from  President  Gammon  the  progress  of  this 
undertaking  to  that  date  was  strikingly  set  forth.  Now 
a  portion  of  the  funds  so  raised  has  been  used  to  make 
this   important   publication   possible. 

As  has  been  pointed  out,  after  the  publication  of  the 
first  General  Alumni  Catalogue 
under  the  editorship  of  the  late 
Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  it  was  planned 
to  issue  a  Supplement  every  ten 
years.  Such  a  Supplement  was 
issued  in  1916  and  again  in  1926, 
but  1936  passed  with  nothing  being 
done.  The  new  Supplement  covers 
a  period  from  1926  through  1939. 
The  success  of  this  important 
undertaking  is  largely  due  to  the 
resolution  and  determination  of 
Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.  He  ap- 
peared before  almost  every  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Alumni  Associa- 
tion urging  the  importance  of  the 
carrying  out  of  this  project.  Not 
only  so,  but  much  of  the  actual 
work  of  preparing  the  Supplement 
was  done  by  him,  he  acting  con- 
stantly in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
George  L.  Walker,  Recording  Secre- 
tary, whose  special  assignment  it 
was. 

The  project  called  for  no  small 
amount  of  work.  The  attendance 
of  the  College  has  been  so  much 
greater  during  the  past  ten  years 
that  the  names  of  students 
enrolled  has  almost  trebled,  and  the  following  up,  locating 
and  obtaining  data  about  these  men  was  an  imposing  task. 
This  work  was  peculiarly  a  function  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  it  must  be  a  source  of  great  gratification 
to  all  former  students  to  know  that  the  Alumni  them- 
selves have  made  this  Supplement  possible  without  any 
monetary  subsidization  from  any  source  whatsoever.  It 
encourages  them  to  take  up  other  worthwhile  projects 
which  may  suggest  themselves. 

The  New  Water  Supply 

THE    College   community   is   being   refreshed   with   a 
clear,  crystal  water  which  now  flows  in  an  abundant 
stream  into  our  kitchens  and  bathrooms.    The  new  deep 
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well  drilled  this  summer  and  early  fall  was  recently 
completed,  the  pump  installed  and  after  a  number  of 
tests  were  made  the  water  was  pronounced  of  the  best 
and  turned  into  the  standpipe. 

The  College  water  supply-  for  a  great  number  of  years 
came  from  small  springs  situated  to  the  northeast  of 
Gushing  Hall.  These  supplied  an  excellent,  soft,  clear 
water  but  in  no  great  quantity,  which  accumulated  in 
a  reservoir  and  was  pumped  into  the  standpipe.  The 
almost  unparalleled  drought  of  1930  came  near  drying 
up  these  springs  and  a  serious  situation  was  threatened. 
In  order  to  provide  against  such  a  contingency,  a  deep 
well  was  sunk  near  Gushing  Hall  the  autumn  following 
the  drought.  The  water  in  this  well  was  in  considerable 
quantity  and  healthful  but  contained  so  much  iron  as 
to  make  it  very  unpalatable  for  drinking  and  what  was 
worse,  causing  heavy  deposits  on  every  container  in 
which  the  water  was  allowed  to  stand.  Moreover,  deposits 
within  the  pipes  were  so  great  as  to  contract  the  diameter 
and  thus  impede  the  flow  of  water. 

This  betterment  is  one  of  a  number  which  President 
Gammon  has  inaugurated.  Nothing  which  could  have 
been  done  would  have  benefited  more  people  than  this 
excellent  supply  of  good,  clear  water,  admirable  for 
drinking  and  for  all  purposes,  and  moreover  in  great 
abundance. 


Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston  Establishes 
a  Record 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  is  now  in  its  165th  session. 
One  hundred  and  sixty-five  years  is  a  considerable 
period  of  time.  If  one  were  told  that  a  professor  at  that 
institution  had  broken  the  record  for  continuous  service 
and  had  taught  forty-two  years,  there  would  come  before 
the  mind  of  the  one  so  apprized,  the  vision  of  a  man 
with  snow-white  hair,  slow  of  movement  anc  of  speech, 
with  eyesight  somewhat  impaired  and  hearing  affected. 
That  would  be  because  he  had  not  seen  the  man  and 
did  not  know  how  young  he  was  when  he  began  his 
career  as  a  member  of  the  faculty.  As  was  pointed  out 
in  the  Tiger,  Dr.  James  Henry  Gurry  Winston,  Professor 
of  Ghemistry  at  Hampden-Sydney,  completed  his  forty- 
second  year  of  continuous  service  on  January  28th  last. 
He  is  now  a  comparatively  young  man  of  sixty-four 
alert  in  manner  and  movement,  brisk  in  anything  he  has 
to  do,  young  in  his  feelings  and  interests,  and  might 
easily  pass  for  fifty.  This  is  an  unusual  record  at  any 
institution. 

Dr.  ^\'inston  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  the 
Glass  of  1894  with  the  Degrees  of  B.  A.  rnd  B.  S.  He 
attended  the  Universit}'  of  \'irginia  for  a  short  time, 
then  entered  Johns  Hopkins  where  he  received  the  Degree 
of  Ph.  D.  in  Ghemistry.  After  teaching  for  a  year  he 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney,  first  as  an  associate  professor 
and  later  full-time  professor  of  Ghemistry. 

\\ith  his  fine  training,  alertness  and  success  as  a  teacher 
he  might  easily  have  gone  to  larger  institutions  where 
the  opportunity  as  well  as  the  emolument  would  have 
been  greater  than  at  Hampden-Sydney,  but  he  was 
content  to  live  in  the  county  of  his  birth,  among  his  own 
people  feeling  assured  the  small  college  afforded  a  splendid 
opportunity  for  service.  This  service  he  has  rendered 
effectively  during  these  forty-two  years,  and  a  number 
of  those  he  has  trained  have  gone  out  into  the  world 
and  become  distinguished  in  the  field  of  science. 


The  Record  congratulates  Dr.  Winston  on  this  splendid 
record,  not  only  of  years,  but  of  service  and  sees  no 
reason  why  he  should  not  carry  on  this  work  with  equal 
efficiency  for  another  quarter  of  a  century. 


John  Smith  Simpson 

To  one  who  knew  and  admired  John  Simpson  for  half 
a  century  it  seems  that  more  than  passing  mention 
should  be  made  of  his  death,  which  occurred  at  his  home 
at  Pseonian  Springs,  \'a.,  April  11,  1941.  In  many 
respects  he  was  a  remarkable  man;  teacher  for  more  than 
fifty  years,  ruling  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Ghurch,  use- 
ful citizen,  Christian  gentleman  always. 

At  Hampden-Sydney  College  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Glass  of  1877,  a  large  class  which  contained  an  unusual 
number  of  men  of  promise  and  power.  Among  these  were 
E.  \\  .  Bedinger,  able  lawyer  and  legal  writer;  Guy  L. 
Edie,  surgeon,  U.  S.  A.;  the  Egglestons  (D.  Q.  and  \\'illiam 
G.),  both  gifted  men;  \Mlliam  Wirt  Henry,  brilliant  de- 
scendant of  famous  forebears;  Dr.  Paulus  A.  Irving, 
friend  tried  and  true;  "Buck"  (\Mlliam  Ramsay)  Laird, 
minister  loved  and  loving;  A.  G.  Mcllwaine,  prominent 
among  Texas  lawyers;  N.  G.  Manson,  leader  in  whatever 
he  undertook;  \Mlliam  Smith  Morton,  much  handicapped 
in  youth  but  far  and  away  the  best  classical  scholar  in 
College,  who  died  a  millionaire  insurance  man  (was  there 
causal  connection .');  T.  Peyton  \A'alton,  the  sweet  singer 
and  sole  survivor  of  those  just  mentioned.  Among  these 
classmates  and  others  like  them,  John  Simpson,  who 
has  just  finished  his  course  after  fighting  the  good  fight 
of  faith,  was  primus  inter  pares. 

From  Hampden-Sydney  he  went  to  the  University  of 
\  irginia.  After  that,  he  devoted  the  remainder  of  his 
long  life — except  the  last  seven  years  when  the  infirmities 
of  age  made  retirement  from  active  duties  necessary — 
to  teaching.  He  taught  in  Moorefield  and  Gerardston, 
W.  \'a.,  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  in  Loudoun  County,  \  a., 
where  for  many  years  he  conducted  a  private  academy 
at  Pseonian  Springs  from  which  have  come  some  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  best.  Two  of  Mr.  Simpson's  sons — 
James  Lupton  and  John  Dabney,  both  of  the  Class  of 
1925 — have  been  students  here.  The  former  is  principal 
of  Ashburn  High  School  in  Loudoun;  the  latter  is  post- 
master at  Aliddleburg,  \  a. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  twice  married,  first  to  Miss  Sally 
Wiley,  and  second  to  Miss  Smoot  of  \A'oodstock. 

In  his  philosophy  of  life,  justice  to  all  was  perhaps 
the  keystone  of  the  arch.  This  was  manifested  in  College 
to  a  remarkable  degree.  In  his  class  Manson,  Morton 
and  D.  Q.  Eggleston  were  scholastically  the  leaders, 
though  Simpson  was  a  close  runner-up.  In  the  spring 
of  the  Senior  year,  Eggleston's  eyes  were  seriously  affected 
and  he  was  unable  to  stand  the  final  examinations.  \^  hen 
the  faculty  assigned  the  honors,  Manson  was  awarded 
the  first  honor;  Morton,  the  second;  and  Simpson,  the 
third.  In  a  respectful  way  Simpson  declined  the  third 
honor,  saying  in  effect:  "Justice  demands  that  I  decline 
the  honor  which  you  have  tendered  me.  Eggleston  is  a 
better  scholar  than  I  am.  A  providential  affliction  makes 
him  technically  ineligible;  but  I  cannot  consent  to  profit 
b}'  his  misfortune." 

Such  high  ideals  and  an  unswerving  sense  of  right  and 
duty  guided  this  good  man's  life.  Many  will  mourn  his 
passing.

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I  AM  writing  this  message  to  the  alumni  on  the  first  of 
Ma}-.

Altogether,  the  night 
proved  one  of  the  most  delightful  in  the  history  of 
Hampden-S}-dney. 

The  effort  for  better  water  proved  successful.  What 
this  means  to  the  college  and  the  Hill  it  is  hard  to  measure. 
For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  an  abundant 
suppl}-  of  excellent  water. 

In  the  month  of  April  the  new  post  office  opened  for 
business.  This  very  attractive  building  is  located  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Comity  Club,  and  meets  a  long-standing 
need. 

Onl}-  a  few  da}-s  ago  the  Hill  was  lighted  for  the  first 
time  in  its  life.  Thanks  to  friends  in  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
we  now  have  six  splendid  street  lights,  and  it  is  our  hope 
to  add  four  more  just  as  soon  as  possible.  This  number 
will  meet  the  main  needs  of  the  college  proper  quite  well.

New  York  made  us  the  following  offer:  If  we  could  raise 
^5,000,  the  Board  would  match  that  amount,  the  whole 
sum  to  be  used  solely  for  the  Librar}-.  The  time  allowed 
for  this  effort  was  to  run  until  December  31,  1941.  I  am 
grateful  to  say  that  this  sum  will  be  claimed  in  the  next 
few  days.  We  realize  that  the  amount  promised  by  the 
Board  was  not  as  large  as  it  might  have  been.  However, 
we  feel  very  happy  not  only  over  the  sum  given  but.  also, 
over  the  fact  that  this  gift  is  a  proof  of  the  interest  of  the 
Board  in  the  college.  There  is  the  possibility  that  our 
early  meeting  of  the  proposal  of  the  Board  will  mean  more 
to  us  in  the  near  future. 

On  the  whole,  we  have  much  to  encourage  us.  But  we 
must  constantly  face  the  fact  that  these  are  crucial  days 
for  the  church-related  college.  The  chief  concern  remains 
in  the  matter  of  support.  Such  institutions  are  allowed 
no  Government  funds.  We  must  look  primaril}'  to  the 
Church  and  the  alumni.  Failure  on  the  part  of  either  or 
both  will  be  fatal. 

Let  me  close  with  this  vitalh-  important  and  encourag- 
ing fact:  The  value  of  the  small  Christian  college  is  once 
again  being  recognized.  The  present  world  condition  has 
driven  home  to  the  hearts  of  many  that  education  without 
religion  is  not  adequate.  It  is  not  enough  to  make  young 
people  clever,  efficient,  cultured.  It  takes  more  than 
cleverness,  efficiency,  and  culture  to  make  a  safe  world. 
The  supreme  demand  is  for  character,  and  nothing  pro- 
duces that  as  Christianity.  No  spiritual  investment  that 
I  know  of  offers  a  greater  opportunity  than  to  aid  in  the 
support  of  such  an  institution  as  our  own  college.

HIGHEST  grade  in 
the  recent  Ohio 
State  Bar  examinations 
was  made  by  a  Cincin- 
natian,  James  L.  Elder, 
26,  359  Warren  Avenue, 
Clifton,  an  Associated 
Press  dispatch  stated 
Saturday.  He  is  asso- 
ciated with  the  law  firm 
of  Philip  &  S.  C.  Roet- 
tinger. 

Elder,  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  University 
School  of  Law,  made  a 
grade  of  87.7  per  cent  in 
the  examination.  Of  the 
85  who  passed  the  exami- 
nation, 16  are  residents 
of  Greater  Cincinnati. 
All  of  the  43  pupils  of 
former  Judge  Frank  R. 
Gusweiler's  "quiz  class" 
made  a  passing  grade  in 
the  tests.  Gusweiler  de- 
scribed the  examination 

as  being  the  most  difficult  in  the  39  years  that  he  has 
prepared  students  for  the  test. 

Elder  is  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Elder,  pastor 
of  the  Covenant-First  Presbyterian  Church,  Eighth  and 
Elm  Streets. 

The  young  Elder  received  his  earlier  training  at  Hughes 
High  School  and  was  a  graduate  of  the  193 1  Class  there. 
He  obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  Virginia  five  years  later,  after  being 
out  of  school  one  year  while  working  for  Peter  JNIingest, 
wholesale  confectioner.  Then  in  1939  Elder  was  graduated 
from  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  has  been  connected 
with  the  Roettinger  law  firm  since  that  time.  He  is  single 
and  the  oldest  of  three  sons.

What  Does  the  Bible  Say  About  War? 

IT  IS  the  custom  of  Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  pastor 
of  the  College  Church  at  Hampden-Sydney,  some- 
times, in  response  to  requests  of  students  of  the  College, 
to  preach  sermons  of  special  interest  to  the  petitioners. 
Recently  a  student  asked  that  a  sermon  be  preached  in 
answer  to  this  question:  "How  can  a  Christian  in  good 
conscience  go  to  war  and  shoot  to  kill?" 

In  setting  forth  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  on  this  matter, 
the  College  Pastor  preached  a  sermon  which  has  later 
been  published  in  the  Christian  Observer,  of  February  26, 
1941.  For  the  full  appreciation  of  the  able  treatment  of 
this  important  subject,  the  sermon  should  be  read  in  its 
entirety  as  recorded  in  the  Observer.  Only  the  merest 
outline  can  be  given  here. 

1.  The  Scriptures  plainly  teach  that  war  is  the  conse- 
quence of  sin.  Envy,  hatred,  and  malice  have  laid  the 
foundation;  human  ambition  and  greed  have  been  the 
occasion  for  all  wars.  "It  is  sin  that  has  caused  the  wars 
that  have  bloodied  human  history." 

2.  The  Scriptures  teach  that  war  is  a  judgment  of  God 
upon  nations  for  their  sins.  Among  the  national  curses 
enumerated  in  Scripture  is  -war;  as  in  Homer  Ares  (Mars, 
the  God  of  War),  is  often  referred  to  as  "the  bane  of 
mankind."  War  is  the  last  instrument  that  God  would 
choose  as  a  punitive  measure;  but,  as  men  continually 
resist  moral  and  spiritual  forces,  war  comes  and  for  God's 
purpose  is  both  punitive  and  corrective. 

3.  If  war  is  the  consequence  of  sin  and  if  it  is  a  means 
used  by  God  as  punishment  for  sin  and  of  enforcing  His 
Sovereignty  in  human  aff^airs,  then  war  is  inevitable. 
War,  therefore,  must  continue  until  Christ  comes  again; 
for  until  then  sin  will  exist  and  at  the  same  time  God's 
over-ruling  power  must  be  recognized  and  respected. 
"Till  then  war  will  continue  to  be  an  instrument  of  God's 
government  of  a  world  in  which  men  persist  in  sinning." 
This  is  proved  by  quotations  from  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  by  the  words  of  Christ  himself.  To  quote  the 
pastor  again:  "A  warless  world  that  is  a  sinful  world  is  a 
vain  dream  by  which  no  one  can  be  deceived  to  whom  the 
Bible  speaks  with  the  authority  of  God." 

What  then  is  the  Christian's  duty  when  war  involves  his 
own  country.''  "The  Scriptures  teach  that  war  is  not 
always  and  only  a  sin.  The  sixth  Commandment  does  not 
necessarily  forbid  war,  for  the  Hebrew  word  is  used  in 
Scripture  to  mean  not  to  kill  in  general  but  murder  in 
particular."  It  may  read  (as,  indeed,  the  Episcopal 
Prayer  Book  has  it)  "Thou  shall  do  no  murder."  Abraham 
was  blessed  by  Alelchisedek,  the  type  of  Christ,  after  the 
overthrow  and  killing  of  the  kings,  his  enemies.  Joshua, 
too,  was  assured  that  the  Lord  himself  was  the  Captain 
of  the  army  of  Israel.  John  and  Paul  reveal  the  Captain 
of  our  Salvation  as  "taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know 
not  God  and  that  obey  not  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ."  John  the  Baptist  did  not  tell  the  soldiers  in- 
quiring their  duty  that  they  must  give  up  war;  Peter  did 
not  say  to  Cornelius,  the  Centurion,  that  he  must  resign 
his  commission.  "Paul  compared  the  Christian  to  a 
soldier  with  never  a  word  of  qualification  to  the  effect 
that,  war  being  always  and  only  a  sin,  no  christian  should 
be  a  soldier  though  he  have  soldierly  qualities  .... 
Our  Lord  himself  never  denounced  war  as  a  thing  in 
which  a  Christian  must  never  under  any  circumstances 
engage." 
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Paul  and  other  Bible  writers  recognize  and  justify  the 
police  power  of  government.  "But,  if  a  government,  to 
preserve  order  and  right  within  its  borders,  may  by  its 
police  and  militia  kill  its  own  insubordinate  citizens  and 
not  be  guilt}'  of  murder,  on  what  principle  does  it  become 
murder  (and  so  a  thing  forbidden  of  God)  for  a  govern- 
ment by  its  armies  to  kill  when  it  is  attacked  by  another 
nation  or  is  obligated  to  a  nation  thus  attacked?" 

"If,  then,  the  Scriptures  do  not  condemn  war  as  always 
and  only  a  sin,  and  so  do  not  forbid  the  Christian's 
participation;  if  the  Scriptures  do  recognize  the  state's 
authority  to  wage  war  and  the  consequent  duty  of  the 
citizen;  then  it  is  Scriptural  that  patriotic  duty  may 
require  a  Christian  to  go  to  war.  The  Christian  not  only 
may,  but  under  some  circumstances  ought  to  do  the 
soldier's  full  grim  and  terrible  duty  .  .  .  The  moral . 
character  of  war  is  not  determined  by  its  horror  .  .  .  but 
by  its  cause  and  object  and  motive  and  spirit." 

"For  those  who  are  sure  there  is  another  way,  which 
to  them  is  the  only  Christian  vvay,  who  therefore  conscien- 
tiously refuse  to  take  the  way  of  war,  I  have  the  ut- 
most respect  .  .  .  but  I  am  sure  that  war  may  under 
some  circumstances  be  the  only  way  for  even  a  Christian 
to  take."

Charles  W.  Dabney:  Pioneer  in 
Industrial  Education 

THE  January,  1941,  issue  of  The  High  School  Journal, 
published  by  the  Department  of  Education,  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  carried  an  article  with  the  above 
caption  by  Professor  Edgar  W.  Knight  of  the  University. 
The  author  reports  having  found  recently  some  records 
pertaining  to  the  early  beginnings  of  universal  education 
in  North  Carolina.  These  records  contain  mention  of  an 
address  by  Dr.  Charles  William  Dabney  on  "The  System 
of  German  Schools."  Dr.  Dabney  had  just  returned  from 
Germany  with  the  Ph.  D.  degree,  and  with  a  consuming 
interest  in  a  system  of  education  which  would  promote 
the  industrial  and  economic  welfare  of  the  South.  He 
thus,  while  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  (1880-81)  and  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Experiment  Station  (1880-87),  and  we  may  add 
during  his  whole  professional  life,  was  a  foremost  leader 
in  the  influential  conferences  for  education  in  the  South 
and  in  the  work  of  the  Southern  Education  Board. 

From  that  time  on  through  the  years,  as  President  of 
the  University  of  Tennessee  (1887-1904),  and  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  (1904-1920),  "Dr. 
Dabney  showed  wide  and  intelligent  interest  in  agricul- 
tural and  industrial  education,  and  wherever  he  worked 
he  gave  emphasis  to  it."  Largely  through  his  efforts  and 
the  work  of  those  whom  he  influenced,  interest  in  agri- 
cultural and  mechanical  education  grew  and  spread  in 
the  United  States,  and  institutions  where  this  type  of 
instruction  is  given  have  been  established  in  many  states 
which  previously  had  been  without  it.  "He  was  an 
inspiration  and  guide  to  those  who  founded  the  A.  and  M. 
College  in  Raleigh,"  he  wrote  the  bill  for  the  establish- 
ment of  this  College  and  it  was  passed  just  as  he  wrote  it. 
He  carried  the  same  interest  to  the  University  of  Ten- 
nessee and  he  worked  to  build  "the  leading  educational, 
agricultural  and  industrial  institution  in  the  State."  His 
lecture  at  Chapel  Hill,  fifty-nine  years  ago,  "contained 
vital  ideas,"  the  embryo  of  a  system  of  education — prac- 
tical and  cultural — the  growth  and  expansion  of  which 
the  good  doctor  has  traced  so  well  and  so  interestingly 
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in  a  two-volume  work  "Universal  Education  in  the 
South." 

"Few  of  us,"  comments  a  close  associate  of  Dr.  Dabney 
during  his  pioneer  work  in  North  Carolina,  "realized 
that  Charles  W.  Dabney  was  then  casting  upon  the 
waters  the  bread  of  industrial  education  which  is  now 
returning  to  us  after  many  days." 

Dr.  Raymond  Walters,  now  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cincinnati,  in  his  Historical  Sketch  of  the  Uni- 
versity speaks  of  Dr.  Dabney  as  "a  widely-known 
Southern  educator  and  publicist,"  whose  administration 
at  Cincinnati  "was  notable  for  a  vigorous  building  pro- 
gram and  also  for  the  development  of  graduate  and 
professional  schools.  .  .  It  was  in  this  administration 
that  the  larger  conception  of  the  University  took  form."

Doctor  J.  H.  C.  Winston,  '94 
Faculty  Nestor 

THE  following  feature  story  in  The  Tiger,  of  February 
3d,  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  Alumni  and  other 
friends  of  the  College: 

On  January  ^8,  1941,  Dr.  James  Henry  Curry  Winston 


became  the  oldest  faculty  member  in  point  of  service 
ever  to  grace  the  annals  of  Hampden-Sydney.  For  on 
that  date,  Dr.  Winston  bettered  the  mark  of  his  one-time 
"chief,"  Dr.  Bagby,  when  he  met  his  classes  on  the  first 
day  of  the  second  half  for  the  forty-second  consecutive 
year. 

Dr.  Bagby  became  a  professor  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
September,  1892,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  his 
death  on  February  I,  1934.  This  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  Dr.  Bagby  was  the  record  holder.  Though  he  com- 
pleted the  first  half  as  a  professor  and  attended  the  faculty 
meeting  aftei  wards,  death  overtook  him  before  the  new 
term  began. 

The  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Peter  \Mnston,  Dr.  \\'inston 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1891  after  a  preparatory 
education  in  his  home  town,  Farmville.  Three  years 
later  he  was  graduated  with  both  B.  A.  and  B.  S.  degrees. 

After  teaching  one  year  at  Tazewell  College,  he  entered 
Johns  Hopkins  University.  "Smart  men  get  their  Ph.  D.'s 
in  three  years,"  Dr.  \\'inston  once  told  his  Chemistry 
Class.  "Brilliant  men  sometimes  get  theirs  in  two  years. 
Gentlemen,  I  got  my  Ph.  D.  in  one  year." 

In  September,  1899,  Dr.  Winston  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  an  associate  professor.  Later  "Curry,"  as 
students  have  affectionately  dubbed  him,  became  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  and  geology. 

When  he  married  Miss  Frances  Watson,  of  Nottoway 
County,  in  1902,  the  couple  moved  into  their  present  home 
on  Via  Sacra.  Among  their  three  children  are  Airs. 
Gilmer,  wife  of  Hampden-Sydney's  Physics  professor, 
and  Frank  Winston,  library  cataloguer. 

Outside  of  the  classroom  the  man  who  taught  many  of 
his  fellow  professors  their  Chemistry  and  Geology  has 
many  hobbies.  Foremost  in  the  old  days  was  interest  in 
bicycles.  "He  would  always  get  the  newest  edition  out," 
said  Dr.  Whiting  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye.  "I  remember 
one  chainless  model  he  got  that  had  the  wheels  geared  into 
each  other."

Following  is  a  resolution  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the 
last  faculty  meeting,  saluting  him  for  his  service. 

"Whereas,  by  teaching  on  this  day  (January  28,  1941) 
Dr.  James  Henry  Curry  Winston,  head  of  our  Chemistry 
Department,  now  becomes  the  teacher  of  the  longest 
continuous  teaching  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and 

"\\'hereas,  during  those  years  Dr.  Winston  has  rendered 
a  high  service  both  as  a  teacher  and  as  a  man, 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  the  faculty  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  do  recognize  this  distinguished 
record  and  do  express  to  Dr.  Winston  our  warmest  con- 
gratulations, kindest  regards,  and  the  hope  that  he  may 
continue  with  us  many  years  as  our  friend  and  co-laborer."

Hampden-Sydney's  Far-Flung  Teaching 
Sphere 

FROM  the  beginning  of  its  history,  Hampden-Sydney 
has  played  a  prominent  part  in  the  founding  and 
carrying  on  of  institutions  of  higher  learning.  In  many 
instances  they  are  situated  far  remote  from  the  founding 
parent.  This  is  notably  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
president  and  co-founder  of  Yenching  University  in  China 
is  Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1896. 
Dr.  Stuart  is  the  son  of  Dr.  John  Linton  Stuart,  a  mis- 
sionary, and  was  born  in  Hangchow,  China,  June  25,  1876. 
He  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  fall  of  1893. 
Upon  graduation,  he  received  the  decrees  of  A.  B.  and  B. 
Lit. — was  awarded  second  honor  which  at  that  period 
meant  that  he  had  maintained  an  average  of  ninety  or 
better  during  the  entire  period  of  which  he  was  in  atten- 
dance. On  graduation  day  he  delivered  the  Greek  oration, 
a  feature  which  had  not  been  attempted  for  many  years 
and  which  has  not  since  been  repeated.  Dr.  Stuart's  class 
was  a  distinguished  one.  Another  second  honor  man  in 
that  class  was  the  late  Governor  E.  Lee  Trinkle.  The 
first  honor  went  to  Dr.  R.  C.  Sommerville,  professor  at 
Lynchburg  College,  Lynchburg,  Virginia.  The  grade  re- 
quired to  obtain  first  honor  then  was  94. 

As  a  matterof  fact  the  student  body  at  Hampden-Sydney 
during  Dr.  Stuart's  sojourn  there  contained  an  unusual 
number  of  brilliant  and  promising  youths.  This  was 
especially  true  of  the  class  just  preceding  Dr.  Stuart's. 
A  number  of  his  fellow  students  reached  positions  of  em- 
inence and  distinguished  themselves  in  different  fields. 
With  the  passage  of  time  not  a  few  have  concluded  their 
earthly  careers,  but  there  are  others  like  Dr.  Stuart  him- 
self who  are  still  carrying  on  and  reflecting  honor  and 
credit  on  their  Alma  Alater. 

While  at  Hampden-Sydney  Dr.  Stuart  took  a  prominent 
part  in  college  affairs.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sigma  Chi 
Social  fraternity  and  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Magazine  and  also  the  Kaleidoscope.  He  did 
exceptionall)'  noteworthy  work  on  the  college  Magazine. 
After  leaving  Hampden-Sydney,  he  entered  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  from  which  he  graduated  with  distinc- 
tion and  soon  went  to  China  as  a  missionary,  being 
stationed  for  some  time  at  Hangchow.  He  soon,  however, 
went  into  educational  work  and  became  professor  of  New 
Testament  History,  Nanking  Theological  Seminary,  which 
position  he  held  until  1919  when  he  became  president  of 
Yenching  L'niversity.  This  institution  was  a  consolidation 
of  several  schools,  one,  Peking  L^niversity  with  which  he 
had  been  associated,  another,  North  China  College,  and  a 
third.  North  China  Union  College  for  W'omen. 

Yenching  University  is  situated  just  outside  of  Peking. 
It  is  supported  by  the  four  missions,  Presbyterian,  Metho- 
dist, American  Congregational  and  English  Congrega- 
tional. It  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  few  American  Christian 
schools  which  has  been  able  to  maintain  itself  notwith- 
standing Japanese  occupation.  Owing  to  the  stringency 
of  the  times  and  the  fact  that  for  more  than  three  years 
China  has  been  in  the  throes  of  an  undeclared  war — after 
the  now  familiar  payment  of  the  dictators — the  university 
is  suffering  from  lack  of  financial  support,  but  President 
Stuart  is  carrying  on  with  determination  and  courage 
under  these  adverse  conditions.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a  student  body  of  1,075 — 770  of  whom  are  young  men,  the 
remainder  of  them  being  young  women.  The  school  has  a 
faculty  of  more  than  100,  a  great  many  of  whom  are 
Chinese. 
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A  recent  article  in  the  issue  of  February  loth  of  Lift- 
Magazine  gives  an  interesting  account  of  Yenching 
University  and  the  fine  work  that  President  Stuart  is 
doing.  This  article  gives  pictures  of  President  Stuart  and 
of  a  number  of  scenes  at  the  university.  It  is  said  that  few 
American  colleges  have  so  beautiful  a  campus  as  Yenching, 
there  being  a  happy  blending  of  Chinese  architecture  with 
the  more  practical  and  durable  construction  of  modern 
engineering.  Out  from  this  uni\-ersity  have  gone  more  than 
2,000  graduates  who  are  carrying  forward  to  all  parts  of 
China  the  principals  of  democracy.  As  is  pointed  out  in 
the  article  referred  to,  Yenking  is  fighting  the  twin  dangers 
which  China  faces;  namely,  Japanese  domination  and 
communism. 

President  Stuart  is  a  writer  of  note.  Among  his  works 
are  Essentials  of  New  Testament  Greek  (in  Chinese), 
Greek,  English,  Chinese  Dictionary  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  Commentary  on  the  Apocalypse  in  Chinese. 
He  is  trustee  of  Chinese  Foundation  for  Promotion  of 
Education  and  Culture  and  a  member  of  the  Chinese 
Educational  Commission.  He  was  decorated  by  the 
Republic  of  China  with  the  Special  First-Class  Order  of 
Merit. 


Mrs.  Emily  Watkins  Dupuy 

ON  January  29,  1941,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Dupuy  passed  from 
the  scene  of  her  earthly  labors  to  the  rest  that  re- 
maineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  that  able  lawyer  and  gallant 
soldier.  Captain  Richard  H.  Watkins,  and  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Mary  Purnell  Dupuy  Watkins,  daughter  of  Col.  Asa 
Dupuy  of  "Linden,"  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.  Thus 
on  both  sides  Mrs.  Dupuy  belonged  to  Hampden-Sydney's 
elect.  Her  paternal  grandfather,  Henry  N.  Watkins  of 
the  Class  of  1807,  was  a  Trustee  for  18  years,  and  her 
mother's  father.  Col.  Dupuy,  was  Treasurer  of  the 
College  during  the  troubled  years  1832-39. 

Mrs.  Dupuy  was  born  at  "Linden,"  July  13,  1859,  and 
thus  her  childhood  and  youth  were  spent  in  the  dark  days 
of  Civil  War  and  the  darker  days  of  Reconstruction. 
Reared  in  the  atmosphere  of  culture  and  religion  she 
exemplified,  as  few  now  living  do,  the  virtues  and  the 
charm  of  ante-bellum  days.  Thus  she  was  abundantly 
qualified  for  the  duties  of  a  teacher,  and  for  some  years 
she  faithfully  and  successfully  taught  in  Virginia  and 
Tennessee.  On  January  3,  1889,  she  married  her  cousin, 
Air.  Edward  Lawrence  Dupuy  of  the  Class  of  1880,  who 
still  survives,  having  with  great  acceptability  for  many 
years  served  his  County  and  the  Church  as  citizen, 
supervisor,  Commissioner  of  the  Revenue,  and  ruling 
elder. 

Mrs.  Dupuy  left  a  daughter.  Miss  Mary  Purnell 
Dupuy,  of  Berea  College,  Ky.;  two  sons:  Richard 
Watkins,  '15,  of  Worsham,  Va.,  the  stay  of  his  parents' 
declining  years,  and  Edward  Lawrence,  Jr.,  '16,  Principal 
of  the  Volens  High  School,  the  largest  rural  high  school 
in  Virginia. 

After  long  and  useful  service,  wearing  the  white  flower 
of  a  blameless  life,  this  devoted  wife,  loving  mother, 
sincere  friend,  and  earnest  Christian  was  laid  to  rest  in 
the  Church  Cemetery  at  Hampden-Sydney.

Professorial  Prexies 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  Professors  are  called  in  pairs 
to  places  of  State  leadership.  Within  very  recent 
years  Doctors  Allan  and  Wilson  were  elected  to  posts  of 
honor  and  distinction,  the  former  to  the  presidency  of  the 
Virginia  Academy  of  Science,  the  latter  to  the  presidency 
of  the  Virginia  Association  of  Colleges.  Now  within  very

Doctor  W.  Herman  Bell  and  The  New 
England  Quarterly 

THE  New  England  Quarterly,  Volume  XIV,  Number  i, 
1941,  has  an  interesting  18-page  paper  by  our  Pro- 
fessor of  French,  Doctor  W.  Herman  Bell.  The  title  of 
our  good  man's  article  is  "A  Captain  in  Captivity." 
Doctor  Bell  delights  to  dig  into  old  documents  and  in 
this  case  he  has  perused  the  log  of  one  Captain  Andrew 
Pinkham,  master  of  the  ship  President.  The  Captain  was 
with  the  President  from  her  launching  in  1793  until  his 
arrest  in  1 801.  In  connection  with  this  arrest,  there  seems 
to  be  a  valid  questioning  of  its  legality.  The  poor  Captain 
had  his  ship  taken  by  French  and  Spanish  privateers 
who  confiscated  the  cargo  after  they  had  run  the  vessel 
into  the  port  of  Algeciras.  Here  the  vice-consul,  Patrick 
Mullony,  instead  of  helping  the  Captain  out,  had  him 
thrown  into  prison.  Most  of  the  letters  with  which  the 
log  abounds,  were  written  from  the  Guardhouse  in 
Algeciras;  they  were  addressed  to  the  owners  of  the 
President,  to  the  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States  at  jMadrid,  to  James  Madison,  Secretary  of  State, 
and  to  President  Thomas  JeflFerson.  The  Quarterly 
publishes  the  letters  as  they  were  copied  without  correction 
from  the  log.  "This  correspondence,"  says  Doctor  Bell, 
"offers  atvf  material  to  students  as  to  the  uncertain 
personnel  and  chaotic  practices  of  the  early  American 
consular  service."

Dr.  Prentiss  Dupuy  Johnston,  1901,  died  at  his  home  in  Tazewell, 
Va.,  January'  3,  1941.  He  was  the  son  of  Rev.  L.  B.  Johnston,  D.  D., 
1868.  Two  of  his  brothers,  also,  were  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney

All  four  teams  were  in  action  and  all  four  scored  triumphs. 
The  Golfers  met  Richmond  there  and  with  Captain 
George  Fulton,  of  Roanoke,  starring,  defeated  the  Spider 
linksmen  15?^  to  2^2.  The  tennis  team  lead  by  wiry 
Lex  Allison,  another  Tiger  tennis  star  from  China,  played 
Bluefield  College  on  the  home  courts  and  won  6  to  i. 
Coach  D.  R.  Reveley  hastened  over  to  Lynchburg  College 
with  his  Track  Team  and  downed  Lynchburg  College 
by  the  score  of  8034  to  403-4.  Co-Captain  Bill  Armes 
broke  his  own  record  for  the  440,  being  clocked  at  52 
seconds,  for  a  new  Tiger  record.  The  other  half  of  the 
Armes  twins.  Jack,  took  first  in  the  220  low  hurdles. 

Perhaps  the  crowning  victory  of  the  Great  Day  was 
that  of  the  baseball  team  over  the  LTniversity  of  Rich- 
mond Spiders.  The  game  was  played  in  Farmville  and 
the  Tigers  were  victors  3  to  2.  A  lad,  born  and  raised 
on  the  edge  of  Death  Valley,  pitched  a  wonderful  game 
for  the  Tigers.  The  lad's  name  is  Roy  Duncan,  son  of 
Sam,  until  his  death  faithful  custodian  of  Bagby  Hall, 
and  brother  of  Herman,  indispensable  assistant  to 
"B.  S."  Roy  had  excellent  support  from  two  other 
local  boys,  Billy  Baskervill,  son  of  T.  S.,  '97,  brother 
of  T.  S.,'  Jr.,  '27,  J.  L.,  '37,  and  J.  R.,  '39,  and  Tulane 
Atkinson,  Jr.,  son  of  P.  T.,  '07.  Good  battery  work  has 
been  the  rule  for  Coach  Deke  Brackett's  ball  club.  Games 
have  been  lost,  but  in  nearly  every  case  because  of  weak 
spots  in  the  infield.

PREFACE 

This  is  the  third  Supplement  to  the  General  Catalogue 
issued  in  1908.  The  period  covered  in  this  present  volume 
is  1927-1939. 

This  supplement  contains,  as  did  the  two  previous 
supplements  of  1917  and  1928  (i)  all  changes  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  Faculty,  and  the  Officers  of  the 
College;  (2)  the  names  of  recipients  of  Honorary  Degrees, 
and  (3)  the  Class  Lists. 

In  the  Index  of  Classes  there  are  1,406  names.  It  is 
a  matter  of  regret  that  definite  data  could  not  be  gathered 
for  each  person  listed.
